At the other corner is the home of Judge 
Bradley, built by Senator Donglas, and, after 
his death, purchased by Marshal Brown, 
and, more recently, by Jadge B. Lower down, 
on another ‘corner,. lives the sister 
of Maj. Talbot, who, like — the reat 
Garesche, Was n¢ too great ai svldier 
to be a Christian.

Lt is 
a large church, capable of seating 1,500 people, 
while the Sanctuary alone seats 6U persous.

The hilt, of solid gold, is very large, sur- 
mounted by an eagle with outstretched wings, 
resting on a giobe of gold studded with diamond 
stars.

AT HOME.

THE HOUSE, 

it will be remembered, was purchased from Gen. 
Grant by a few personal friends of Gen. Sher- 
man, and by them given to him. When he de- 
cided upon leaving Washington, he notitied the 
donors of the fact, and signified his wi 

to returo the gift. They answered, “The house 
is yours, for yourself and family.” It was very 
large, and was divided into two houses, one of 
which Gen. Sherman rented to Col. Routt, ang 
in the other, after adding a spacious hallway, 
about 25 feet wide, with a vay wiudow, he has 
lived for several years. On the western side is 
a large croquot-ground, and, running back 200 
feo’. a charming garden, 

Axcencing the steps on which stood the 
General's orderlies, I entered the spacious vesti- 
bule, in which are two easy chairs, and on the 
walls of which hang two tine oil paintings. Day- 
light was excluded from the house, a heavy 
silk and lacs draperies vere suspended from the 
windows, whose harsh outlines were entirely 
hidden from view by evergreens, ivy, and deli- 
cate vious, inte. mingled wita fragrant flowers.

Back im an arch was a pedestal of black 
marble,aad onit, sculptured in white Carrara mar- 
ble, was the bust of Gen. Sherman by Emmo 

of Rome. There, over the head of the bride, 
was a fine portrait of a son lost in 1863 ; about the 
frame of this was a superb wreath of snowy flow- 
ers. Under this bell stood the bride and groom, 
and around them their attendants. The sombre 
pedestai brought out in bold relief the snowy 
whiteness of ber sheeny satin robe. At the far 
end of this room, two windows opened on a tem- 
porary platform, on which was the Marine Band, 
of forty-two members. Large plants concealed

There are portiaits of Judge and Mrs Ewing, 
father and mother of Mrs. Sherman ; around tha 
frames of these were also wreaths of fragrant 
flowers. A portrait of Mrs. Fitch when 4 years 
old attracted much attention. '

bride sne commanded, and tendering my beart-

where stood the brave soldier and his 
wife. Felicitating them on the event, I lingered 
& moment to note the brilliant scene before me, 
reflected fiftv times by the lofty murors at 
either end of the room. On each side the door- 
way leading into what was formerly Gen. Sher- 
man’s, but is now Col. Routt’s ballway, beng two 
tine full-length portraits by Healy,—one of the 
General, the other of Mrs. Sherman. Over the 
doorway, arched with vines and flowers, is a por- 
trait of the Holy Father. ‘There is an exquisite 
picture presented by Aspinwall, called ‘“ The 
Pride of the Village ;” a porirsit of Mrs. Fitch, 
painted a year ago by Healey; one of Miss 
Lizzie Sherman; with bronzes, marbles, and 
otber articles of virtu im eudless profusion, The 
folding doors were heavily arched by flowers and 
vines, and from the centre hung ea huge ball of 
snowy, fluffy blossoms, similar to two which 
were in the hallway.

Siill, as most of our mer- 
chants bave their goods iusured for the next 
year, the remaining oves will be sufficient for all 
present demands. A TRIBUNE reporter con- 
yersed yesterday with several leaiing merchants, 


want, whether they are insured or not. The 
New York tmerchants were only too giad to sell 
te them. Lhev-had, however, resolved not to buy 
ia New York as long as the couipanies remained 
away fiom this city. There were other cities, 
the merchants of which were not so illiberal as 
those of New York, where they could purchase 
their goods on equally favorable terms.

The Citizens’ Association prepared the follow- 
ing address to the National Board of Under- 
early this week, aud forwarded it Tues- 


day: 3 

GENTLEMEN : Our reat fire of 1871 wassuch a phe- 
nomeual event that it would be unfair to hold the in- 
surance interest resj«oncivie fur their failure to insist, 
at that time, upon Clhicago’s need of _other than the, 
few fire reforms then carried into effect. But it is the 
fact, nevertheless, th:it insurance men are the princi- 
pal experts in fire afi.jirs ; and it was therefore tobe 
expected that our citizens would rely upon the securi- 
ty of our city if ite conditions were approved by the 
insurance interest, And such was ihe fact, 

Aud thus our people built again. The finest busi- 
bess city ever seen arose with unprecedented quick- 
ness, and the world spplauded. In this applause the 
insurance men were as gencrous as any, and insur- 
ance of the highest character flowed ia to us from 
ee and 3 parts of America, 

n course of time, however, our property-ownin 
citizens began to tvel that we nesded other ont 


forms than those v/bich seemed to satisfy tae insur- 


ance interest. Ancitbus it happened that when the 
fire of Juiy came, ‘de mind of our people was fully 
ripe to leap at cnce to the determination to make this 
city equal or superior to any American city in every 
elomeut of fire dfevee. The previous preparation of 
the mind of our peovie enabied them, without waizing 
a moment for alisy expression from the insurance in- 
terest, and without pausing to reflect what, if any- 
thing, that inturest might advise, to make its own 
determination, and to act forthwith.

Such an organiza- 
tion it is, and such it will prove itself to be, 

And 60 promis ae ane. sxounee ‘sentiment of our 
people operate this Association had its inception 
before your Executive Committee met in New York, 
though its orgadization of course consumed some 
time. And it is gratifying to the Associetion to be- 
lieve that, while its temper permits it to make no 
boast, it has, in its short ezistence, done as much in 
influencing fire reforms and in reads the way for 
future ones.as would have been likely even if it had 
been managed by the ability of your Executive Com- 
mittee. 

We thus refer to your Executive Committee be- 
cause their view of the time necded to effect a long 
list of reformsin C differs widely from ours ; 
and especially because they have manifested such re-

But, in view of their action of Sept, 23, that single 

disagreement is radical, aud we are obliged to regard 

their view of the question as unreasonable, and tiHeir 

recommendation to withdraw based upon ii as unjust 

to our people, 

Permit us to call your aitention to some of the 
facts and reasens that aeem to us to justify this senti- 
ment : 

On July24 your Committee in New York resolved 
upon withdrawal on Oct. 1, unless six general reforms, 
nvolving many specifications, were established by our 
public authorities, Later they notified this action to 
our Mayor, 

Then on the 23d of September, eight days before 
the expiration of the litiii, the Commutiee decided tne 
limit should no longer be regarded, and resolved finai- 


_ly to withdraw at the time originaily stated. 


Thus your Executive Committee limited the Chicago 
authorities to fifty-eight days of midsummer in which 
to consider and accomplish a series of reforms of 
probably greater variety and dificuity aud import«a¢ 
than were ever before -presented, at one time, lo any 
municipal government in the world. 

Your Executive Committee have been misled by 
their facility in formulating reforms into 

FORGETFULNESS OF THE OBSTACLES 
that even the best measures mect in American ciiy 
governments, This is the more remarks! le because 
your Committee did its work m New York Uity, whose 
late bistory must be misreported, if it should not 
teach more patience with the political difficulties of 
Chicago than your Executive Committee seem to have 
had, Fifty-eight days did not sutlice to reform the 
fire affairs of New York ; nor can we imagine where a 
New York committee could have gained such au im- 
pression of the importance, much less of the suil- 
ciency, of fifty-eight days in the work of municipal 


refyrming, a 

And when the Committee had made the short limit, 
was it fair to make it relatively much shorter by in- 
creasing the difficulties of the work? Itis known 
now that this is what they did by wantof tact. You 
are aware by this time tuat the tone and manner of 
your Committee aroused a hostility in some quarters 
of our population that materially increased tue difli- 
cultiee of our situation, This was probably uninien- 
tional, but we respectfully submit that a Commitice 
representing a large combination of capital, and deal- 
ing with great public interesis, should ceriainiy un- 
derstand the ditference between addressing 4 business 
manor house and addressing a mixed poiitical com- 
munity and a City Government such as ours or New 
York’s. We assume, of course, that they sincerely de- 
sired the reforms they demanded; reforms tiat we 
have 80 greatly at heart. 

And how did the Committee time the arnounco- 
meyt of their decision of Sept. 23? Thus: July 20 

WE PASSED THE NEW FIRE ORDINANCE 

with scarcely a dissenting vote in the Council, The 
property-interests claimed it as an initial reform, and 
it was granted promptiy. Four days later the Com- 
mittee made their demands, inclading this already 
passed fiire ordinance; and by its lack of informaviou 
and tact if aroused the antagonism of the com ative 
element of our mixed city population, Shoariiy aiter 
this, our law oflicers @scovered an unintentional de- 
fect in the ordinance necessijating ils re-emactoenut. 
But, meanwhile, your Committee had spoken, Large- 
ly for that reason, directly and indirectly, it took ihe 
property-interests until Sept. 21 to get that oriinsnoce 
again turouga the Council, Then it was accom)... d, 
and then the Committee, with a fatal facilty in ejoos- 
ing an unfair tame to speak, anewored our action, 
made long and laborious in great.part by themselves, 
by declaring that there was no hope that reforms 
wouid be carried in Chiesgo ! 

Couid any action of tae Committee be more unfair 
than this? Could they have been more mal-apropes ?

A committee 
of the Council, a committee of lisurance men, apd a 
committee of the Association, have all the same mat- 
tor in hand; and, wiiiie itis impossible for-eur citi- 
zens to drop everything cise to get this law, it wil, we 
have no doubt, soon be enacted satisfactorily to the 
insurance interest and tbe Association, Meanwhile, 
your National Bourd must not forget that we have a 
Building law in full force that, until Jaly 14, received 
the acquiescence of the insurance interest. Why 
should fifty-eight be the magic number of days with- 
in which this new building law shouid be actually 
passed ?

Gentiemen of the National Board, it was at least un- 
kind in your Committee to give us anything else to 
aitend to, if they expected us tw do ihese things in 
fifty-eight hot days. 

Is it possible that your Committes would be satisfied 
with the ** compieteness ” of a reorganization of our 
Fire Department that could be effected so hastily as 
that? If so, their ideas of thoroughness would not 
match the present spirit of Chicago. 

Does your Commiitee think, when they use the 
strong word * eradication,” that the roots of * politi- 
cal influence ” or “ favoritism,” are so lightly struck 
in American City. Governments that they can be pulled 
up in a few days? If so, notwithstanding their met- 
ropolitan homes, they must bave led ives of enviable 
simplicity. . 

When they demand, in addition to all these and 
many other things, “the introduction of a thoreugn 
and eflicient military discipline ” in the short space of 
fifty odd days, Lave they really any proper conception 
of what a demand for “ thorough aad eficient military 
discipline,” impiies ? 

A considerable part of this third demand is being 
answered, snd the whole will be juss as quickly as is 
precticable, without the unnecessary loss of a day. 
Caicago desires it far more than your Committee can ; 
and probabiy it is because we Lave it more deeply at 
heart that we appear to better undersiand its difticul- 
ties. In this connection permit us to say that jhe next 
day after the pass»ge of the firo-limits ordinance, and 
the nextday before the 2sd of September, tuis Asso- 
ciation made the following declaration,—a declaration 
which, as many of you now know, was prompily fol- 
lowed by the necessary action,—action that, we are 
happy to say, has thus far met the hearty co-operation 
of our city authorities : 

“ Resoived, Thst we now regard it as the duty of the 
proper autboriues to select and appoint, es quickly aa 
possible, to the head of our Fire Department, the 
abiest man atiainable in the United States; aud that 
it is the duty of this Association tolgive its immediate 
and persistent help to the authorities to accomplish 
this most vital selection and appointment.” 

It will not do to reply that ali tae Comuiittee desire 
is a beginning of these reforms. They have prociaim- 
ed anew that cacn and every reform demanded was 
demanded io be completed iu the time stated ; and our 
‘“* begiunings ” they Lave ignore.!. “Tuey did not think 
them. entitied to even the consideration involved in 
quietly allowing their limit to run out, 

4, The fourth demand is for 

INCREASED WATER-SUPPLY, 2 
This is partiy answered, and will be answered, without 
doubt, as quickly as practicable, in a manner more 
than satisfaciory to your Committee, Weare permit- 
ted to have confidence, from the history of Chicago, 
that, as she has taken hold of these water-supply 
movements with her best earnestness, there is no 
room for failure, 

The Board of Public Works is busy putting down 
waier-maius of adequate dimensions, with an appro- 
priation of $200,000; and on streets where the Board 
1s not expending the $290,000, the citizens are supply- 
ing the means, Already Madison street is being thus 
reiaid by contributions from the owners of property, 
and other streets are making application #o the Board. 
Cisterns, connecting with mains, of a construction 
preved to be of in ing the 
water-supply for firé purposes, are being put in the

6, The fifth demand is for a Fire-Marshal’s Bureau 


to investigate fires, and secure the punishment of in- 
cendiaries, The machinery for this is probably amply 
in our laws now; and its efficient operation depen 
upon the reorganization of the Fire Department. 

It is proper, in this‘ connectioa,ftostate, that in every 
prominent case of incendiarism since July 14 
have been made, and the parties committed for trial ; 
and on Saturday last, at the first trial of these incen- 
diaries, the accused wag convicted by our courta, 

6. The sixth and last demand of your Committee 
especially concerns the 

REMOVAL OF THE LUMBER-YARDS 
from the city. ‘This is probably impracticable, Wha 
is practicable is to render lumber-yards leas hezard-4 
ous, This our Associatiou has seriously in hand. 

We regret to say that the first reform, in thia con- 

nection, we were obliged to insist upon, was in your 
own methods, Wefoundthe streets of the lumber 
district piled with lumber so that fire-engines could 
not get in to attack a fire if one should take, = 
waen we asked why lumbermen should risk their n 
property piled on these streets uninsured, even if 
they wece reckiess of their neighbors’ property, the 
auswer was: “They donot. The insyrance interest 
approves our piling the streets with lumber, and ex- 
prosaly insures it ou the streets themeelves.” We re- 
spectfully called the attention of your Chicago Board 
to this practice, and we have the assurance now thas 
it is discontinued, 
We believe in cleared streets, feneéd lots, careful un- 
derwriting on lumber, and every practicable safe- 
guard; for though lumpber-yards have never proved 
themselves hazardous in this city, we all believe thoy 
are 80, | 

We have thus examined the six demands of the Com- 
miitee, and etated only the tangibie things Chicago has 
done in a little while in the line of these suggestions. 
We trust it may satisfy you that it ig not correct to say 
that Chicago “has failed to comply” ina reasonable 
manner with the suggestions of your Committee, 

Our citizens and this Association do pot coufine the 
needs of this city to the suggestions of your Colamite 
tee. Many othere have claimed, and shall hereafter 
ciaim, ouratiention, For instance, it is a matter of se- 
rious consideration, stated early among the purposes 
of our Association, what can be done to reform some 
of the methods of the American insurance system, 
At present in some points it is certainly very detective, 
ana beara wilh hardship upon our city. 

THE CARELESS TAKING OF RISKS 
has proved itself ag hazardous as a wooden district it 
seif, to our city, 

Every incendiary, almost, isan incendiary to make 
money outoft his iusurance, Sach was probably the 
case in our July fire, Indeed, in view of the fact that 
the fire of Juiy probably originated in a motive sup- 
plied by the insurance interest itself, this Association 
esiceius the unconditional criticism of your Committee 
as at least inconsiderate. ?, 

We so fully indorse the judgment of your Committee 
as to the necessity for refogm that we regret more 
than we can say (to take such pointed issue with their 
action of Sept. 23. Wethink that action would have 
been uncalled for, even if it had been -purely a busi- 
hess action ; and that, being very much more than a 
business action, it was a profound wrong to our city, 

it has been ciaimed that your Commiliee had the 
right to do as they pleaged, because men with iusur- 
ance to sell may sel it, if they prefer to do eo, or re- 
fuseto sell it. Tbere is a misapprehension in this, 
Au insurance company has the right to quit under. 
Priiuy anywhere or everywhere at its pleasure; but 

A MOVEMENT TO MAKE A COMBINATION 

of insurance companies, for the purpose of retiring 
the bulk of any city’s indemnity, ts a serious inter- 
ference with that city’s rights; and if it is made at all 
it should be with great caution and considerateness, 
If your Committee were the Directors of a comvany, 
their action in withdrawing that company would ble 
sule from legitimate criticism, But their eloré to 
make a combiuaiion against this city was the assum p- 
tion of a crave responsibility, which has, we most 
sincerely regret to say, resulted in a great sod un- 
hecessrry wrong, ° 

‘Lbe Associavion attrinutes no wrong motive to your 
Comniutiee, aud believes in none. We had nothing but 
indorsement for its action until até acted on Sept, 23, 
What we now see amiss in ite previous work, we see 
by the light redected from this lateat act, 

And now, gentlemen of the National Board, we 
trust you will look for a while from our standpoint at 
this question, Answer to your own minds whether 
the property interests of this city could reasonably 
Lave been expected ta do more in the short time than 
tuey have dene. Answer whether there is any room 
fur doubt that Chicago is determined to be a thor- 
oughly protected city, and will bea Consider, too, 
that the element of combination in your action in-

ciency. We lad agreat deal of opposition, but when 
the business men were brought to see the true state of 
affairs? they compelled a change, although they had to 
turn out of office a man who was intrenched in his 
posilion behind almost invulnerable bulwarks of money 
and family influence. So far from Chicago being back- 
ward in this matter, she ought to see the necessity 
of taking extraordinary precautions sgainst fire. 
Her bric and mortar are uniformly poor, and 
crumble under the effects of the fierce heat of an 
extensive conflagration. Twenty-five per cent of the 
exposed surface of her best buildings is glass panes 
and not brick, These windows are unprotected by iron 
shutters, and just within them, exposed to the fulk 
fury of a fire, ia stored millions of dollars’ worth of 
merchandise, Under one of their prevailing prairie 
winds the flames bridge the streets and find an easy 
lodgment inside of tue buildings. H shonid be borne 
in und, too, that we do not intend to cancel our 
present poliwmes, Taat would undoubtedly produce 


@ panic, and might be a blameworthy proceeding on 


our part, notwithstanding the warnings we have 
given them to put themselves on an equality 
wilh other cities im the matter of protection against 
fire, It will be @& year from the first of next month 
betors the policies will all be canceled, There are 
sme three yours’ risks on property standing alone, 
but pot enough to make them a considerable element 
in the problem that is now pressed to a solution. It 
is my opinion, however, that before the Ist of Octo- 
ber arrives the difficulty will be substantially settled. 
The Citizens’ Association is moving in the matter, and 
L believe the autnorities will be compolied to take such 
action a6 will render it unnecessary for the companies 
to carry out their determination of witadrawal, If

Miss Hottie Sykes prepared for the University in the 
Ann Arbor Unicow Sehool, and entered the Freshman 
class in 1872, She compieied ihe work of the first 
year in a most creditable manner, withou§ d)fliculty, 
and without the slightest injury to her health, Last 
year she was not at the University. A part of the 
time she was engaged in teaching at Hastings, and a, 
part ot the time she was at home ia Bellevue, 

She returned last week to take up the work of th 
Sephomore class, which began om Thursday, Shoe 
atteuded her recitations, and nothing. unusual was ob- 
served in her conduct by her teachers or associates. 
She says she had no concern about her ability to do her 
work, She certainly had no occasion to have any. She 
hed finished all the studies of-her first’ year in an 
admirable manner, apd had pase ime- 
tious equally well She spoke with 
prospect of goimg on again with her cqurse, 
now transpires that she asked a friend—a 
of our schoois—-to go on Thursday afternoon with’ her 
tobuy arevolver, Something prevented them from 
going onthatday. But on Saturday afternoon, they 
did purchase one, though nothing in her conversation 
or manner, either in the afternoon or evening, 
indicated to her friend her real purpose in making the 
purchase, 

On Sunday morning, at 6 o'clock, she arose and pre- 
pared a brief letter, stating, in substance, that there 
was no cause for her contemplated act, and regretting 
the grief she was to bring upon her paretts, She then 
placed the pistol bebind her right ear, and discharged 
it, The bail lodged in the brain. Though prostrated 
by the shock, she has from that time been entirely ra- 
tional. She says that she can give no explanation of 
her act, save that she felt an overpowering influence 
to destroy her life, Her uncle, D, Darwin Hughes, 
Esq., of Grand Rapids, the distinguished lawyer, has 
had a prolonged interview with her, and learns from 
her that she has for years had at times a morbid and 
inexplicable, and almost irresistibie, desire to take.ber 
life, Naturally enough, she kept this a secret from 
her friends, The cireumstanecs of her life were in 
every ae a happy; her physical health was unim- 
paired, It is the opinion of Mr. Hughes, who has 
carefully examined the case, and of her medical at- 
tendants, that her act was caused by a monomania of 
long standing; and that this mania is not due, in any 
sense, to her work at the University, or to any troubles 
in her hfe. 

She is a young lady of scrupulous and almost mor- 
bii consciousness, of serious habit, of most equable 
temper, and of excellent talent, Thisead resuléof her 
mental aberration has caused a deep gorrow to har fel 
low-students and ber other frienda,

GunwTLEMEN: It will be remembered that early in 
the year Gon ag, the Financial Agent of the 
American Centennial Comneission, addressed you, and 
at some length laid before you the plans of the Com- 
mission. A series of resolutions were adopted by the 
Board indorsing the project, and a commiitee was ap- 
pointed to act in behalf of the Commission in this city 
ip conjunction with commitiees that were to be ap- 
pointed in different portions of the State. At the re- 
quest of that Committee I have invited several! distin- 
guished gentiemen who are here to view our Exposition 
to address you upon the subject of the Centennial Ex- 
position, and I trust that you will give them a careful 
and patient hearing, and not disturb them by trading, 
They promise to dewin you but a very fow minutes, 

GOV. BIGLER, . 
of Pennsylvania, then spoke as follows : 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CHICAGO BoaRp or TrapeE: I 
shall, as briefly as practicable, present to you a history 
of the movements for the celebration of the founding of 
our free institutions, You know thet bya 
vote almost unanimous, in March, 1871, dec that 
the centennial appiversary Declaration of Inde- 
pendence ought to be celebrated by the whole people 
of the United States, and the mode thereof should be 
by the holding of 

AN INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION 
of arts, manufactures, and of the products of the soil 
and mine, in the City of Philadelphia, in the year 1376; 
the celebration and exhibition to be conducted “ under 
the auspices of the Government of the United States,” 
and thus, in one sentence, throwing, about tho great 
work the prestige of the Nation, 

That act provided for thé management of the cele- 
bration and exhibition by two Commussioners from each 
State and Territory, to be nomiuated by the Governors 
| of the respective States and Territories, and to be ap- 
pointed by the President, It was made the duty of 
these Courmissioners to prepare and superintend tbe 
plan and execution of the exhibition,—adopt plans for 
the buildings necessary for that purpose, and have 
general control of the whole work, Of this branch, 
tne Hon. A. T. Goshon, of Olio, is Directo eral, 
In June, 1872, Congress, in the preamble to the act 
creating the Board of Finance, repeated all it had said, 
in 1871, in favor of the celebration, and aided that: 

‘* Such provisions shouid be made for procuring the 
funds requisite for the purpose ag willfenable ali the 
people of the United States who have shared in the 
common blessings resulting from National jndepend- 
ence toaid in the preparation and conduct of said 
International Exhibition and Memorial Celebration, 
under the direction of the Commissioners of the 
United States,” : 

You will thus perceive, genio that the action 
! of Congress, in providing for the celebration, was 

NO HASTY OR INCONSIDERATE MEASURE. 
So from this, it was the result of two years’ delibera- 
tion, and the patriotic purpose was not only com- 
mended tothe people of the United States by Con- 
but te thuse of ali other nations, 

The Board of Finanee created by this act of 1872, 
of which Mr, John Welsh—one of Pennsylvania’s 
purest and most accomplished sons—is President, 
1s possessed of the ordinary powers of a corporation. 
It was authorized to raise the necessary capital by 
issuing stock to the extent of $10,000,000, The plan 
indicated in this law was, that the States should take 
this stock in the ratio of their respective populations. 
It has sometimes been alleged that this plan has not 
been pursed with sufficient rigor by the Board, but 
I know such allegations to be unwarranted, The 
tem indicated by Congress was promptly put imto 
operation and followed up with due diligence, I can 

speak thus freely of the actions ef the Board, for I 
was not, at that time, a member. A large amount had 
been subscribed under that plan, at Philadelphia, and 
organizations had been made and material distributed, 
throughout the principal sections of the Unien, when 
the country was suddenly overtaken by a financial 
panic and commercial depression, which, as you know, 
arbitrarily arrested ajl business progress, 

It also, at times, has been alieg. d that it was 

IMPOLITIC AND UNNECESSARY 

to bring the financial condition of the Oentennial 'be- 
fore Congress at its last session. This is also a misap- 
prebension of the true state of the case, The subject 
could not be kept out of Congress, The law requires 
the Centennial Commission to make annual report.to 
the President of the progress and condition of the 
work for the use of Congress, That report being made, 
developed the fact that the amount of capital secured 
was largely deficient; and it was the right of Con- 
gress to take such action as it might deem just and 
politic. It could have provided for the three millions 
of deficiency, or it could have repealed all the laws on 
the subject of the Centennial Celebration. did neither: 
the one nor the other; but, whilst withholding the 
grant of capital, it favored the patriotic 
work, by passing a law admitting articles for exhibi- 
tion free of duty, and by providing for the issuing of 
memoria}, medals, protected by the coinage laws of the 
country, to be soid, as oneof the means of reismg 
capital; it slso authorized and directed the Presi- 
dent to extend, in the name of the United States, a 
most cordial invitation to the Governments of foreign 

nations to be represented, and to take part, in the In- 
ternacional Exhibition. 

This was the condition of Cantennial affaira at the 
adjournment ot Congresa, and it remained for those 
who had accepted the trusts under the laws of Con- 
gress to determine what should be the fate of the 
proposed celebration. And you wiil note that those 
vested with this authority were not alone from Penn- 
syivania, but they were from most of the States and 
Territories of the Union,—from Maine to Oregon. 

THE ALTERNATIVES PRESENTED 
were, on the one hand, the most protracted and 
anxious struggle for success, and. on the other hand, 
humiliation at home and reproach abroad. We de- 
cided to accept the former. 

Thus surrounded, and with a capital stock exceeding: 
four miltions, the practical. work was begun. The 
principal buildings were put under contract, and they 
are in rapad progress of erection. ‘The remaining 
buildings are a conservatory of 21g acres, @ machinery 
hall of 12 acres, and an agricultural building of 6 
acres, making, with those now under contract and 
other outbuildings, a total of 40 acres of buildings, 

Having thus determined to carry the work through, 
the next question was the proper mode to raise the re- 
mainder of the capital, and this is the feature of our 
work, more than any other, that brings us before tie 
country at this time, 

Accepting the action of Congress as indicating its 
purpose of leaving to the people the furnishing of the 
capital, the Board of Finance have adopted 

A SYSTEM OF REVENUE 

“which they tbink suited to the present condition of 
the country; the distinguishing feature of which is to 
make it convenient for every individual or family 
to contribute something towards the great com- 
memoration, from $i upward, This is to be 
accomplished by proper memorial medals, author- 
ized by Congress, and prepared at the United States 
Mint; to be sold at $1, $2, $3,and $5, according to the 
material used, and by charts of stock of $10 per 
share; and to make the ry o , and 
to select agents to carry out the system, has been made.

The Company expecis 
to run propellers from Chicago and fast freigat- 
trains from St. Louis, Louisville, and Cincinnati 
to Montreal, at which point their lading will be 
transferred to ocean steamships for Liverpool. 
The_ propeliers are expected to carry the bulk of 
the Western grain, and the freight lines 
will try to divert the cotton and tobac- 
co trade from Baltimore and New York to 
Montreal. The biow against New York's com- 
mercial supremacy is well planned. When the 
improvement of the Canadian canals is finished, 
and the final arrangements for through traflic 
between Chicago and Baltimore are completed.

THE CITIZENS’ 


ASSOCIATION ON INSURE- 

ANCE. 

The address of the Citizens’ Association to the 
Nationa! Board, which we publish in full in an- 
other part of this issue, is a temperate and 
timely thing. Its points are weil taken. It 
shows that the new law making the tire-limite 
coextensive with the city, which the Board de- 
manded July 24, was passed by an almost unani- 
mous vote four days before that demand and 
only six days after the fire! The ill-feeling 
aroused by the Board’s ignorance and want of 
tact in demanding this ordinance after it had 
been passed, made ali other reforms difficult. 
This feeling was increased by the Board’s re- 
fusal to visi: the city before passing judgment 
upon it. Again, while the [®ard threatened 
the property-iuterests, it was compelled to ap- 
peal to the City Government. The address 
recalls that city governments in America are not 
apt to be over-hasty in passing laws for the 
bevefit of property-owners. Fifty-eight sum- 
mer days were given Chicago in which todo six 
things. ‘The first demand was a fire-iimits ordi- 
nance, This has been twice passed. The sec- 
ond was a new building-law. Such a law cannot 
be framed insfanter. Committees of the City 
Council, the insurers, and the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion are now at work uponit. The third regui- 
site was “the complete reorganization of the 
Fire Department.” Thiscan be done only by 
the Legislature, as long as the present Fire and 
Police Commissioners remain in power, and it is 
still a question whether there ought to be any 
great changes in the personnel of the Depart- 
ment. ‘The Legislature has not beenin session 
since the July fire. The fourth demand is for 
increased water-supply, which is being furnished 
as quickly as possible—not only by lay- 
ing pew mains, but by utilizing the 
steam-pumps along the river. The fifth is for 
the investigation of the causes of fires and the 
punishment of incendiaries. This depends, in 
some degree, upon the reorganization of the 
Fire Department, but arrests for incendiarism

respectable members of the Board have good 
grounds for desiring to establish another Board, 
and there will be no surprise that they are can- 
vassing the question. Before coming to any 
decision, however, they will have to consider 
whether it is politic, and whether this scattering 
system will not tend to much confusion 
and ultimately prove dangerous to the 
business interests of the city. As. an 
Offset to this view of the case, however, 
it is morally certain that these cut-throat trans- 


(aaa cannot go on much longer without seri- 


ously damaging the grain interests of the city. 
‘If it becomes a settled fact that contracts can be 
violated with ulter impunity, then the grain 
which now comes here will go-to other places 
where contracts are respected. If country mer- 
chants find that not even cash. transactions are 
binding on the Board of Trade, they will give 
Chicago a wide berth. It is manifest that some- 
thing must be done. If the laws against grain-gam- 
bling cannot be enforced, some new departure 
must be made to save the trade of the city, and it 
may be necessary to resort to the organization of 
a new Board asaremedy. At the same time, it 
should be considered very carefully and, if adopt- 
ed, should be guarded by provisions of the most 
stiingent kind, so that violationg of contracts 


tue present 3 o'clock sharp practices be 
made absolutely impossible. We are glad to 
be assured that this will be the case if the new 
Board is organized, and that the general plan of 
organization will be similar to that of the New 
York Stock Board, by which the member who 
faus to fulfill his contract reads himself off the 
Board without any process of expulsion or official 
action of any sort. If the necessary reforme 
could be introduced into the present Board, how- 
ever, this would be the better solution of the 
difficulty. 


BUSINESS EXTENDING. 

Ono several occasions during the past few 
weeks we have referred to the steady increase of 
the jobbing business of this city. In dry goods, 
crockery, groceries, hardware, and most other 
lines of the wholesale trade, our merchants have 
@ partner or a thoroughly competent buyer right 
alongside of those who purchase for New York 
houses, and in all cases goods for this city are 
purchd@ed at precisely the same price paid for 
the New York market. They are imported di- 
rect to Chicago in bond, and in all respects, ex- 
cept in the smail matter of freights, they are 
received 
exacily 


at the counters of our merchants at 
the same figures as they are 
York. It costs more than 

much in rents and . other 
expenses to do. business in New York,—items 
which more than overbalance the cost of freights 
to this city. Hence it isa fact that our jobbers 
can afford to sell goods more cheaply than they 
can be bought in New York. That they actuaily 
do it, is proved by every week’s experience. 

A few recent illustrations are known to us. 
Only last week a merchant from Mississippi, 
who had heretofore purchased his goods in New 
York, after carefully examinizg our stocks, 
prices, ete., made up his mind to buy his goods 
here, as being both a “more accessivle aud a

The gambling transactions connected wi th the 
recent * corners” on the Board of Traé ie have 
aroused a feeling of indignation on the part of 
the respectable members which may ye : lead to 
the organization of a second Board, o 2mposed 
of legitimate dealers, leaving the soat ners and 
gamblers to operate by themselves. 1 ‘he trades 
which came to a head on Wednesday afternoon 
were not only gambling transactions. but gam- 
bling transactions of a cut-throat description, 
which the gamblers of the green cloth would not 
have been guilty of. When thin: ss come to such e 
pass that thereis more honor a ¢ a faro-)yank than 
there is on the Board of Tra ie, the respectable 
merchants connected with it cannot be blamed if 
they refuse any longer to ar gociate with gamblers 
of this sort, to be classed indiscriminately with 
them, and to bear with ‘jnem the general odium 
which tHeir transactions have caused both in cit y 
and country. There are certain laws against 
grain-gambli When these laws are 
openly violated, and. the Directors are powerless 
to enforce their renalties, the respectable men 
must suffer even 1nore than the gamblers. When 
contracts are deliberately broken, for instance, 
under the rules of gv;iler the month, which allow 
these sharp practices, the inevitable result is 
that they are jr.st as liable to the charge of ir- 
responsibility wnd dishonusty as the gamblers. 
The whole Be ard has to suffer for the dishonest 
practices of a few. Outside of Chicago, the 
members aye all ciassed together, and the blame 
of these corrupt transactions, eapecially when no 
penalties are enforced for manifest violations of 
law, attaches to al) alike,

CARPENTER AN D KELLOGG. 

We cheerfully give space toa letter from Sena- 
tor Carpenter concerning h is relations as-a law- 
yer with Gov. Kellogg. as client, though 
we think that he does injustice to this 
paper. The dispatch fram Washington which 
he refers to merely sent the statements and al- 
legations made by some vffice-bolders in Wash- 
ington who are friends of Kellogg; the writer 
did not originate the stal ements, but sent them 
as tho version of this b& asiness given by those 
who are serving the Adm inistration at Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Carpenter states ti iat the case he was re- 
tained in had nothing to do with the merits of 
the Kellogg and McK nery controversy. In 
November, 1872, Judge /Jurell issued his famous 
injunctions restraining Warmoth and the legal 
Board from canvaseing t.he returns of the elec- 
tion; prohibiting McEmery from acting as Goy- 
ernor, or setting-up a claim to be Governor; 
prohibiting the “ puplie ation of any official 
statement af the canvi.iss of the returns; and 
directing the United Sta: es Marshal to occupy the 
State-House and prevent the assemblage of the 
Legisiaiture. Warmoth applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of prohilstion directed to Judge 
])urell, in effect vacating these orders. Mr. 
(Sarpenter appeared for Kellogg in resisting the 
igpplication of Gov. Warmoth. The Supreme 
(ourt held that an appea? would lie, but that no 
‘writ.of probibition could issue at that stage of 
‘the case,—that is, not till the decrees were final. 
'Phe effect of this decision was to leave Durell’s 
ceders in full force, and, under those orders, 
lLiellogg’s usurpation was completed. It will be 
difficult to make a person of ordinary intelli- 
gence understarid that Warmoth’s application 
did not-embrace the whole merita of the case, 
lt was practically an appeal from Durell’s orders, 
which, ¢ ubseque ntly, Mr. Carpenter very justly 
denoun¢ ed as void, and as never having any 
legal eff ect. Heid that appeal been entertained, 
Kellogg never would have been Governor. 

We ha ve no isaterest in the controversy as to 
how mu :h Mr. Carpenter charged or received for 
his serv ces. Tlie allegation made at New Or- 
leans, a id reperéed at Wasbington, is that the 
stubs of Kellogg’s checks show one payment to 


| Carpant or of 8,000 and three of §500 each, 


shall be visited with the severest penalties and © 


making $4,500 in all. As Mr. Carpenter ex- 
plains, the firet installment of his fee was paid 
him through Mr. Cushing, and that he has re- 
ceived only $3,000 im all. Probably the first 
check for $3,000 was to Mr. Cushing, who paid 
Mr. Carpenter a part of it, 

The whole personal matter is one in which 
Kellogg and his friends are on one side and Mr, 
Carpenter on the other; we have taken no sides, 
confining the paper te the publication of the 
Statements as they are made-by the parties 
concerned. The statement concerning the 
checks was made by the New Orleans Bulletin 
and the New York Tribune, on evidence of those 
who claimed to have seen the stubs. 

Mr. Carpenter's report to the Senate on the 
Louisiana case is one of the creditable acts of 
his Senatorial service, and will stand the test of 
criticism. It will always be accepted as the true 
history of the case, From its array of facts and 
of law there can be no successful appeal, and 


that report stamps Kellogg as an usurper, Durell 


an ignorant or corrupt Judge, and the use of the 
military to execute bis orders an act of wanton 
exercise of force wholly unjustifiable. 


MUNICIPAL DEBTS. 

The Hon. James G. Biaine yesterday address- 
ed the Northern Wisconsin Agricultural Associa- 
tion, at Oshkosh, on the subject of municipal 
debts, and we print his remarks elsewhere in 
this paper. The subject is both timely and im- 
portant, being of the most direct interest to 
every one. First there is the national debt ; 
then follow the State, couaty, city, township, 
and district debts. Taking these, Mr. Blaine 
gives some interesting details, the result of his 
researches. He finds in the matter of city debts 
the following particulars: Sixteen cities, each 
with @ population exceeding 100,000, and aggre- 
gating 4,500,000, owe $350,000,000, or $80 per 
capita ; twelve cities, having between 50,000 and 
100,000 population each, aggregating 750,000, 
owe $30,000,000, or $40 per capita; fifty-three 
cities, each with a popylefion between 20,000 
and 50,000, aggregating 1,400,000, owe $75,000,- 
000, or $50 per capit One bundred and five 
cities and towns, sities than 20,040 popu- 
lation each, aggregating 1,400,000, o $35,000,-. 
000, or $22 per capita. These fo es of 
cities, haying 7,000,000 of population, owe 4995 
000,000, to which may be added $80,000,000 tod 
towns having less than 10,000 population, mak- 
in all $570,000,000, 

The county debts of the United States aggre- 
gate $150,000,000, and the State debts $390, 000,- 
000, making a grand aggregate of public debt of 
the States and their gubdivisions of $1,140,000,- 
000. 

In speaking of the State debts, Mr. Biaine as- 
serts that, taking them in the aggregate, there 
has not been realized on the average 50 cents of 
palpable, permanent value for each dollar raised 
and expended. He sketches with great felicity 
the ordinary mode by which cities are led into 
debt, and with clearness points out the possibil- 
ity that, if the hundreds of millions of dollars 
hidden away ia municipal bonds bad been, in 
the absence of opportunities for such forms of 
investment, forced into great business enter- 
priges, the country would be so much the richer 
that a great mnmber of the objects for which 
the municipal debts were contracted could have 
been accomplished by the mere process of taxa- 
tion on the increased amount of taxable proper- 
ty thus created. | 

The remedy advised by Mr. Blaine for the 
recklessness and want of scrutiny in the crea- 
tion of municipal debt is first an active, well- 
balanced public judgment, demanding and en- 
forcing a wise caution on this subject. Perhaps 
‘the State Legislatures have too wide a discre- 
tion in the matter, and it would be wise to have 
constitutional definitions of the ends for which 
‘municipal credit should be used. He also 

quotes, a8 « preventive or cautionary re- 
striction om debt, Mr. Jefferson’s ad- 
vice, that no loan be made without levying a tax 
to pay the interest thereon, aud to meet the 
principal within a specified time. Nothwith- 
standing the magnitude of the debt, he sees 
nothing in it to causedespondency. Qur growth 
in population and wealth is daily lightening the 
burden, and he concludes his suggestive ad- 
droas with an interesting statement of the past 
progress of the country and the possibilities of 
the future. 

The suggestions as to the prevention of the 
reckless creation of municipal debt have been 
acted upon in many of the Western States. In 
1570 the State of Lilinois placed a most effectual 
check on thet business. A year or so later the 
State of Michigan did the same. These reforms, 
however, were not made until after a costly ex- 
perience. The great bulk of the county and 
town debt of Illinois, outside of the City of 
Chicago, was created under the fatal facility by 
which bonds could be voted to impecunious 
railroad corporations. For the $14,000,000 of 
this kind of debt now outstanding, the munici- 
palities are supposed to hold stock in the rail- 
road companies; but, as the stock will not 
average in value more than 5 cents on the dol- 
lar, Mr. Blaine’s estimate of the general tangi- 
ble value of the consideration of the debt isin 
this case extravagantly high. The propensity of 
the municipality to borrow in order to avoid taxa- 
tion is general, and the restraints imposed by 
the new Constitution of Lilirois have been 
deemed harsh and oppressive by some localities. 

MARSHAL PACKARD. 

Packard is the evil fate of Louisiana. While 
he remains in power, the people can have no 
confidence in the fairness of any election. He 
has recently received an indorsement of his con- 
duct from Gen. Emory. Itis worth while to re- 
view his career in New Orleans, that we may see 
how far this indorsement was deserved. Gen. 
Emory declared that Packard had not, to his 
knowledge, used Federal troops for political 
purposes. No one will deny that the troops 
have been so used. Gen. Emory innocently 
supposes that the orders which have come to 
him from Washington originated there. The fact 
is that Grant at Washington merely echoes Pack- 
ard at New Orleans, so far as Louisiana affairs 
are concerned. When the Marshal telegraphs 
the President, ‘‘ Troops needed,” the wires flash 
the President’s message to his General, “‘ Sus- 
tain Kellogg with troops.” Emory does so, and 
then gravely certifies to Packard that the latter 
has never used Federai soldiers for political pur- 
poses! It is easy to supplement this sweeping 
disproof of the Packard#imory correspondence 
by naming particular instances in which the 
Marsbal has attempted to sway State politics by 
Federal in.erfereuce, threatened or actual. Aug. 
9, 1871, a Republican State Convention was to 
meet in New Orleans, Packard, as Chairman of 
the State Central Commitiee, had the right to 
appoint the place of assembly. He named the 
Custom-Honse. He had it garrisoned, on the 
9th, by United States troops, who forcibly eject- 
ed from the building every supporter of War- 
moth. Only the delegates who bad had tickets 
issued to them by the OCustom-House faction 
were allowed to enter. A clearer case of using | 


| Pederal'troops for political purposes could not 
be ithagined.’ Jan. 1, 1872, the Louisiana Leg- 
islature met. The Senate was without a quorum. 
Collector Casey bad taken a lot of recreant Ser- 
ators off om the United States revenue cutter 
Wilderness, in order to prevent legislation. In 
this inexcusable use of Federal resources, in 
order to influence State politics, Vasey was heart- 
ily abetted by Packard. It is more than proba- 
bie that the latter devised the whole plan. He 
has furnished the brains for the Kellogg-Casey 
crowd from the start. While the Senate was 
thus kept idle, Packard, on a trumped-up charge 
under the Ku-Klux act, arrested Gov. Warmoth 
and a number of his prominent supporters. 
Their é@nforced absence enabled the anti- 
Warmoth element to gain possession of the 
House. The result of this was the organization 
of two Houses, each composed of one faction. 
In a day or two New Orleans was io a tumult, 
There were fights without number. Anarchy 
was finally prevented by Gen, Emory’s threat 
of interference. It is needless to add that the 
sham suit against Warmoth was never brought 
to trial. It was a device of Packard, by which 
he used his Federa! authority to influence State 
politics. Dec. 6, 1872, Packard took possession 
of the State-House of Louisiana with United 
States troops, and so prevented the meeting of 
thé Legislature. Three days afterwards he 
guarded a sham Legislature with Federal bayo- 
nets, and dictated to it the impeachment of War- 
moth. From this interference sprang all the 
later woes of Louisiana. Thus, at every 
critical point in the political history of this up- 
bropy State, we see Marshal Packard busily 
engaged in using his Federal authority for politi- 
cal purposes. No man with such a career is to 
betrusted. If Grant had not clung to Richard- 
sop, and renominated Shepherd, and maintained 
Casey, we might expect him to free Louisiana 
from her incubus by removing Packard.

Save for his public sneer at the popular indig- 
pation against the salary-grab, and his vain at- 
tempt to passa compromise which would let 
him clear more money, ne has been a nobody. 
The Fourth Congressional District of Lilinois 
has sunk into insignificance. It has been noted 
for furmishing a Western henchman to Butler, 
and that is all. When it was represented by 
Farnsworth, it was a power in the land. Gen. 
Farnsworth is able, brilliant, and fearless. In 
many respects, he led the House. He repeatedly 
checkmated Butler. He was recognized as 
the great opponent of the man with the 
evil eye. When he lost bis seat, Butler 
forthwith became the leader of the House. For 
two years, the Gloucester politician bas had a 
tool, instead of a foe, in the Representative from 
the Fourth [liinois District. The people of that 
district now have a chance to retrieve their repu- 
tation. They can choose between a nobody and 
a man of ability; aman who has been charged 
by a Government Commission as “guilty of 
heinous offenses ” and one whose public life has 
been spotiess ; a party hack and a statesman, 
STATE FAIRS. 

The State fairs in the West have been every- 
where this year a failure, as compared with the 
successes of former years. The same story 
comes from Iowa, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 
The interest of the public in these exhibitions 
bas very perceptibly fallen away. The attend- 
ance has been, in all instances, comparatively 
small. An agricultural fair, as a rale, has come 
to be but another name fora horse-race. The 
result is that at all the State fairs, with the ex- 
ception perhaps of that of Iowa, have this year 
been money-losing enterprises. But it is not 
only pecuniarily that they have been failures. 
They have been failures as exhibitions. There 
was at noone of them very much worth see- 
ing. About the, only good featurs of 
our own State Fair was the show 
of live stock. In Iowa the fair was a success 
only as an exhibition of hogs. The exhibition 
of farm products was not anywhere creditable. 
There were not more than a dozen entries of 
farm products on the books at some of the fairs. 
The amount of competition evinced among pro- 
ducers and manufacturers was at a mipimum. 
One instance will suffice for illustration. In L- 
linois, where there are about 290 cheese factories, 
but ong manufacturer of the article was repre- 
sented at the State Fair. The fairs were re- 
markable by the absence of sheep. It 
is said that the dogs are to blame 
for this. Persons who have been engaged in 
sheep-raising on a large scale have been com- 
pelled to send them to Colorado in order to 
avoid the ravages made by the dogs among 
their flocks. One gentleman, with a flock of 
10,000 sheep, was compelled to send them to 
that State because occasionally the dogs would 
break into the fold and in a single night destroy 
as many as 500 sheep. 

The decline of the interest of the public in 
agricultural fairs is due to various causes. In 
the first place, the county and district fairs, 
which have been so successful as a rule, engross 
a great deal of the interest of the pubiic. Then the 
expositions in large cities like Chicago, which 
are becoming so deservedly popular, tend te 
supplant the State Fairs. Of course, the bard 
times have something to do with the financial 
failure of these institutions. But this of itself 
does not account for the growing apathy of the 
country regarding them. Present indications go 
to show that their usefulness is ended in their 
present shape. We ondorstand that the man

THE CHINESE HABEAS-CORPUS CASE. 

Ab Tong is the name of a fair and frail Chi- 
nese woman, one of twenty-two, brought over to 
‘this country in the steamer Japan, and restrained 
by the California Commissioner of Emigration of 
her liberty. She was deprived of it under a 
provision of the Political Code requiring the 
master of a vessel arriving at any port of Cali- 
fornia, bringing passengers from any place out 
of the State, within 24 hours after its arrival to 
make a written report under oath to the Com- 
missioner of Emigration, stating the name, piace 
of birth, last residence, age, and occu- 
pation of all persons who are not 
Citizens; and whether any of the parisen- 
gers thus reported are lunatic, idiotic, deaf, 
dumb, crippled, or infirm, and pot accompanied 
by relatives able to support them, or are lewd 
or abandoned womea. The Commissioner of 
Emigration is required to satisfy himself 
whether or not any such person actually is 
lunatic, idiotic, deaf, dumb, etc., or a lewd and 
debauched woman. It is provided, too, that any 
person possessing the infirmities or vices speci- 
fied shall not be permitted to land in the State 
unless the owners or consignees of the vessel 


of the State of California in the penal sum of 
$500, conditioned to indemnify and save harm- 
less every county, city, and town against 
all cost and expenses by them necessarily 
ifcturred for the relief of any one be- 
longing to the above-named class of persons. 
Justice Field, sittung on the United States 
Gircuit Bench in California, has held this Calif.or- 
nia statute to be invalid, for the reasons that it 
makes no distinction. between the deaf, tlre 
dumb, the blind, the orippled, and infirm who 
are poor and dependent and those who are in 
the possession of wealth and able to support 
themselves; that it does not make any distinc- 
tion between a present pauper and one who has 
been @ pauper but has ceased to be such; that 
it subjecte to the same condition the passenger 


on the passage snd the one who was sick or dis- 
eased at his departure from the foreign port; 
that it draws no difference between the criminal 
convicted of a misdesneanor, or an offense 
maltum in se, or for a political offense. The 
statute reached both the women whose lewd- 
ness consistea in private unlawful in- 
dulgence and one. who prostituted her 
, Person for hire; the woman whose debauchery 
co d,in excess in eating or drinking, and 
the woman debauched by the loss of her chasti- 
ty. It excluded the present prostitute and the 
repentant Magdalen from the State. The Judge 
granted that the police power of the State ex- 
tended to the exclusion of parties who might 
become a public charge; but the power, he in- 
sisted, was confined to the exercise of the right 
of self-defense. The intercourse of the 
people of the United States with foreigners 
was regulated, just as merce is regu-

If Chinese emigration is to be stopped, 
recourse must be had to the General Govern- 
ment. He had no respect for the virtue “ which 
is shocked when a frail child of China ist landed 
on our shores, and yet allows the bedizer ied and 
painted harlot of other countries to par tde our 
streets and open their bells in broad day’ with- 
out molestation and without censure.”” The 
treaty of the United States with China, » lopted 
July 28, 1868, recognized the inherent a ad in- 
alienable right of man to free migration. and 
emigration. It was agreed between the: two 
nations that the citizens of each s houild 
have the same _. 0privileges, immzmu tities, 
and exemptions with regard to travel and _ resi- 
dence as gre enjoyed by the people of the most 
favored nations. The power of the Stiite of 
California to exclude emigrants applied oily to 
paupers, convicts, and persons afilicted with 
contagious diseases. No State has the power to 
deprive any person, whether a citizen or not, of 
life, liberty, or property without due process of 
law. The California statute imposed a special 
charge or burden upon persons of a particular 
elass, and was, therefore, in direct conflict with 
an act of Congress. The Judge ordered the 
petitioner discharged. 

The State and Federal Courts are now at vari- 
ance on this point, and the qnestion will not be 
finally settled untile the Supreme Court of the 
United States decides upon it.

In a recent letter in the New York Tritune, 
on the subject of vivisection, Henry Bergh, tne 
defender of dumb animals, proves himself no 
mere visionary or sentimentalist.~ He wields a 
trenchant pen, and can render a reason with the 
effect of a broadside. In point of tact, the ad- 
vocates of vivisection are just beginning to 
learn from experience upon the pointed pen oi 
Mr. Bergh what vivisection means. The shock 
that woke him up to his latest assault was an in- 
terview published in that paper between Dr. 
Flint, a noted vivisectionist, and a reporter. 
The former asserted that no practical experi- 
menter would have said that the mutilations 
made in experimenting on living animals placed 
the organs in an unnatural condition and ren- 
dered the results worthless. Mr. Bergh recites 
along array of noted surgeons, including Sir 
Charles Bell, Lauget, Drummond, Abernethy, 
Sir Astley Cooper, Cuvier, Elliotson, and Ma- 
gendie, to support his assertion, and adds that, 
as an American, he would feel intense prde 
could he satisfy himself that the judgment of 
Dr. Flint cast al these great luminaries into the 
shade. He proceeds to gather up the results ob- 
tained from vivisection, and shows thein to be 
too insignificant to found a ciaim upon. 
Granted, however, that certain facts have been 
established, why continue the torture of dumb 
animals to establish them? He concludes by 
pointing out the moral wrong done to mankind by 
rearing in ite midst a ciass of men who have 
been taught to listen with calm indifference 
to the agonized screams of defenseless creatures, 
mangled by their own hands, and to wade ankle 
deep in the blood of harmless beivgs whose in- 
expressible sufferings have been prolonged for 
days and weeks to demonstrate what has been 
demonstrated ages ago. ‘‘ Are these the men,”’ 
he asks, *‘on whose tendernems, as well as skill. 
we can rely when accideut or disease call them 
to the bedside of those who are linked to our 
very being?” It is a question to which a nega- 
tive reply will be given by others than Mr. 
Bergh. Meanwhile our inarticulate cousins may 
be congratulated on having for their defender a 
man who possesses brains as well as heart, 
equally ready to appeal for mercy or battle for 
justice.

SAILS ON FREIGHT-TRAINS AND RORS 


WasrinetTon, D. C., Sept, 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune : : 

Wind having always been the cheapest power 
for the propulsion of shipa, why camnot it also 
be used to aid, at least, in the propulsion of 
freight-care? True, the ship is buoyed by the 
water, but.the water also greatly retards. propu!- 
sion. The -.cars rojil on wheels, the air of- 
fering but a slight obstacle to propulsion, 
except against a strong “wind. When 
the wind is strong, and in the right direction 
why cannot it be used to aid in the propulsion, 
the same as it is now used to aidin the propul- 
sion of many steamships ? One of the greatest 
problems of the age is “how to cheapen heavy 
freighis, from the West to th East, as four- 
fifits pass in that direction.) Portunately it 
happens that. four-jifths of the Btrong winds are 
from the west. Then why not'use ths cheap 
power to aid in the transportation ? 

Freight-cars usually travel from 10 to 20 miles 
an hour,—average about 15. ‘Of course, winds 
not faster than the speed of the cars could not ba 
utilized. But wind often travels 20, and 40 
miles per hour. This is generally the case with 
the westerly winds of a part of the fall, the en- 
tire winter, anda part of the spring, or about 
seven months of the year, which winds might 
be used to aid in transporting the sum- 
mers crop to theo LEast,~—the winds 
being .very constant and stropg during this 
greatest period of grain-freightage, and espe- 
cially strong when the water-transportation is 
all closed. In many regions, where the winds 
are strongest and more coustant, as op tue prai- 
ries and- great plains of the West, aud where 
fuel to make steam is scarce, this plan would, of 


course, be more useful ; - but generally, upon ail 
westerly roads, more especially of the North, the

The masts aud sails, might be arranged -in a 
variety of ways, but douviless the tollowing 
would be the best: ‘The mast, of wood or iron, 
to be about half the length of the car, to be fixed 
on the front end of the car, with a joint to lower 
at tunnels aud bridges, and when not in use. 
The sails may be the height of the Inast and 
width of the car-roof, made of  sail-cloth, 
coated so as not to burn from sparks, or 
they may be made of thin sbeet-iron the 
same size, and bent concave towards 
the wind, aud also so as to fit and lay close on 
the car-roof, or the walk-plank, when lowered. 
The sails to be held against the wind by two 
heavy straps sloping from the top back to the 
car-roof., Ibe raising and lowering of the masts 
aud sails to be at the same time, tv be done with 
ropes aud blocks by the brakesmen, who will be 
the sailors and receive extra pay. Or they may 
be arranged so as to be raised and lowered by 
the engine, ‘like some of the simultaneous 
brakes. 

The sails would be small in c >ompal rigson to 
ships ; but, with one on each car of a long train, 
the wind-surfaca would be equal. to the sams 
tonnage in slips. And this use of the winds to 
aidin the propulsion of cars would not only 
cheapen transportation, but it would also eipe- 
dite it by aiding trains to travel faster, ana it 
would greatly relieve the en; gines from the great 

nd constant strain upon them in hauling heavy 
loads, especially agaimst the grade; wliule, on 
long straight levels, with a strong wind, tucy 
could frequenily shut off, and thus not 
only save large sums in fuel, but also 
in the wear aud tear of engines. It would 
cheapen transportation, make it faster, save fuel 
and machivery, and all at no cost for power, and 
but a small cost for application. At the com- 
hie neement of the windy season, which great 

Vestern line will be tbe tirst to try this plan, at 
loust upon one train of freight-cars ? 

Vind could also be used to aid horses in haul- 
ing city-cars. A sail of cloth may be fixedtoa 
light iframe of iron, stecl, or wood, somewhat 
larger than the square part of tho roof of strees- 
cars, to be attached with binges to the forward 
end, and sustained againsi the wind by two straps, 
sloping back trom the top or sides of the frame 
down tothe roof. ‘Lhe sail to be rairei and low- 
ered by a cordrunning down through the roof out- 
side the car on each end. to be raised and low- 
ered or made fast toacleet by the driver and 
conductor. It couid be arranged to pué &n quick- 
ly at either end, on windy days wiren the wind 
was in the right direction, or leave off when 
there was no wind. The sails might be df differ- 
ent-colored cloth, and lettered, to indicate dilfer- 
ent lines or routes. ‘They would cost but a trifle, 
increase the speed, and be a greater humanity to 
the horses, especially where only one horse hauls

’ RAILROAD NEWS. 
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CHICAGO & PACIFIC, 

In view of the distrust with whith Western railroad 
securities are said to be regarded by Eastern capital- 
ists, itis somewhat remarkable that the Chicago & 
Pacific Railroad Company have succeeded in negoti- 
ating for sufficient iron to extend their road 50 miles 
westward from Elgin. The advance is made by the 
Scranton Iron Compeny,in which concern Moses Tay- 
lor, one of the leading New York millionaires, is large- 
ly interested, This timely supply will enable the Com- 
pany to have the extension to Byron in running 
order this year. Most of the grading is already done, 
and the remaining work can be sccomplished very 
cheaply. The low price of labor, iron, and every ele- 
ment of construction, renders this the most favorable 
time in which to build railroads. Uitimately this 
road is intended to cross the Mississippi, and intersect 
the Iowa Division of the Lilinois Central load a few 
miles west of Dubuque. 

NORTHERN IOWA TRADE. 

Should the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company consummate the reported project of leasing 
the Chicago, Clinton{& Dubuque, Chicago, Dubuque & 
Minnesota, and the Iowa Pacific Railroads, and then 
construct a good pontoon bridge across the Missis- 
sippi at Clinton, 60 as to send the traffic commg over 
those lines into ‘Chicago, via the Prophetstown branch, 
it is extremely —— there will be a rupture 
of the exisiing (Chicago and Dubuque  ar- 
rangement via Forreston. Were the route described 
to be established, it would be a direct competitor 
with the lilinoia Centra! for all business in Northerno 
lowa, as far west es Fort Dodge,—the terminus of the 
lowa Pacific. Under those circumstances, it is hard- 
ly to be expected that any traffic derived from the so- 
called Graves’ roads would continue to be sent to Chi- 
cago via the Llinois Central. They would doubtless 
prefer to send all business by their own througt line. 
in that event the old Freeport route would probably 
be re-established; and, it being shorter than the one 
projected, a lively struggie for business would ensue 
by which the people wouid benefit in securing reduced 
rater. 

WISCONSIN SUITS. 

Soon after ihe Wisconsin Railway law took effect, 
several suits were instituted by private parties to re- 
cover penalties from the Northwestern, St. Paul, and 
Weet Wisconsin Companies for demanding passenger 
fare in excess of the rate allowed by the Potter law. 
None of the suits were preesed to judgment. By 
mutnal consent, they were continued until the valid- 
ity of the law should be passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. That decision having now been obtained, 
tbe aforementioned suits are liable at any time to be 
called up in the justice-courts for judgment, As they 
were mainly instituted to force the eompanies into 

compliance with the law, and that result having been 
otherwise completely attained, it is thought lixely 
these petty suite will be dismissed, after the example 
of the State officers in dismissing the quv warranto 
suits to vacate the charters of the Si, Pauiand North 
western Companies.

TEE WOMAN’S HOSPITAL OF ILLI- 
NOTIS. 

A charity party was given last evening at 6 
residence cf Mrs, Louis Wahl, No, 642 Prairte ave re, 
in aid of the Women’s Hospital of the State of \li: is 
There are many charitable curative estaPlishments in 
this city, noble monuments of the béneficente and 
benevolence of the people,{ but very few of them are 
devoted specially to the treatment of. women’s 
complaints, This fact so impressed a number 
of charitable ladies thet, in the fall of 1871 and 
just before the gredt fire, an orgayization 
was effected for the purpose of supplying the wabt, 
But the financial disaster which ensued caused the 
ladies to relax their efforts for procuring a hospital, 
temporarily, When the crisis was passed and trade 
aud commeree began again to flourisl, the ladies re- 
sumed their labors, and met;with such success that, in 
May, 1873, they were abe to purchase the building No, 

29 Thirtieth street, 

Since then the hospital has been 
successfully. Only females of 
acter and who can produce acceptable 
recommendations are admitted. There are 
payiug patients,—the rate ranging from §$7 to $15, 
—who are provided with private rooms; but those 
who are unable to pay are taken in as charity patients, 
and receive just as much care and attention as the 
paying ones. A resident female physician looks after 
the immediate wants of the patients. Then there is a 
Board of Consulting Physicians, which includes 
some of the most eminent medical men in 
Chicago, The purchase of the building and 
the running expenses of the hospital are some- 
what burdeusome, and this will be understood 
when it is shown how little revenue is derived from the 
patients, there being now only one paying patient out 
of ien inmates. Thus a debt of $550 has yet to be 
Lquidated, 

The Board of Directors having tried the system of 
soliciting subscriptions and donations, and worked it 
with such vigor that they are disinclined to resort to 
that means again, determined to raise the whole 
amount or a great part of it by giving a charity party to 
which people would go whose lack of sympatiy would 
prevent them from giving a subse cription or donation, 
Tickets for the party were sold at $3, and, judging from 
the number disposed of, the lady maumagersa think they 
will realize close on $400, Mrs. Louis Wahl is one of 
the Directors of the hospital. Her residence is one of 
the most elegantly furnished houses in Chicago, and 
pariicularly weil adapted for such a gathering as as- 
sembied there last evening.

Bufton, and, if her allegations be true, Mr. Bufton 
must bear a striking resemblance to the character 
of Quilp in Dickins’ ** Old Curiosity Shop.” On the 
15th of May, 1572, Mrs, Bufton says, she married the 
defendant, with whom she lived until the spring of 
1874, About ten days after the marriage, Bufton took 
a wedding tour to Texas, Inorder not to be like 
other men, however, or fomsome otaer cause, Bufton 
made this trip alone, and left his bride to amuse 
herself, 

At hia return, the couple settled at No, 248 State 
street, where he commenced a course of crueity, 
often negiecting also to pay their board when it be- 

ame due, and thus subjecting ber to mortification. 


Mrs. Bufton, some time after, was obliged to go to | 


Massachusetts, but the defendant refused to give her 
money to return, She, however, got back, and they 
went to a boarding-house a little fuither south on 
State street, where, she states, ehe was taken sick, 
which sickness was caused by his excesses and abuses, 

A subsequent removal was made still farther south, 
on Cottage Grove avenue, where the defendant 
amused himself frequently by pointing a pistol at her, 
and threatening to shoot, He alse limited her pocket- 
money to almost nothing, and in various other ways 
signified that, in their caze at least, there were not 
‘*two hearts'that beat as one.” Here aiso Bufton de- 
veloped a Quilp-like tendency of leaving her and going 
to live for an indefinite time on the West Side. 
also varied his amusements to her great terror by 
frequently layinga pistol and razor under his pillow, 
and then using them in driving her with threats from 
her bed during the night, 

A second sickness came, springing from the same 
cause as before, and, compelied, as she claims, by this 
iliness and his excessive crueity, she left him in April, 
1874, with her child. Shealso states that sheis now 
heipless and poor, while Bufton is possessed of a good 
share of wealth, and has about $10,000 in bankand a 
business at 147 State street. In view of all these prem- 
izes, she concludes that she is entitied to some part. 
Lest, however, her husband should disagree with her 
in her conclusions, she asks that he may be enjoined 
from disposing of his property, end that a ne exeat 
may be issued to prevent him leaving the State, as he 
bas frequenily threatened to do,
